The fit Horſe his Majeſty raiſed, were in Torkefhire, and 
theſe in or abour July, Auguſt, and September, 1642. pretending 
chey were for aGuard for his perſon, from which time, un- 
til the very time he rendred himſelfe to his Countrey-men 
the Scots, which was May, 1646. he had an Army of Horſe, 
and was frequently himſelfe amongft them, though it's nor

'This part of the Prophecy was exa&ly verified in King Perification. 
Charles, or the White Kings time , for in 1648. after the defeat 
of the wretched Scots in Lancaſhire , the Engliſh Merchants did F 
give money for as many of the common Soldiers as were 
worth any thing, and ſent them tor Barbados and other for- 
raigne Plantations : Some were ſold deare, others cheape, ac- 
cording to the quality of the perſon or profeſſion he was off:

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Verily in a former Treatiſe of ours, wee were not much 
eſtranged from verity, yet our modefly was ſuch, and our re- 
ſpe ro his Majefties perſon, we were in many things filent : 
But upon further conſideration , this Chicken of. the Eagle 
will prove one of his Majeſties Children; and we remember 
that the preſent Scots King did about July 1648.npon the South 
or South-eaſt Coaſt of England come in perſon unto the revol- 
ted Ships ; he landed or was victualled at Tarmouth, and then 
faylted towards Kent , but without ſucceſfle ; he alſo after thar 
attempted Tarmouth, but that attempr proved ſacce{leſſe ; bur, 
whereas, the Prophecy mentions , hee ſhould ſhew ( fellowſhip unto 
them Beaſts. ) Theſe words are in no Latin Coppy that I have.

Epicthice or Badge of diſgrace, was all the reward any of thoſe 
unfortunate Gentlemen had from. him ; bur it was juſt they 
ſhould be fo paid their wages, that in fo trayterous a way 
deſerted the Parliament at Weſtminfter, which fitcs to this day, 
&c. He cared not much for the Common-Law, or very much 
for the Long Gowne men;he any thardiſaffetion of his from 
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his Father Jemmy, who could not indurethe Lord Chiefe Fuſtice 
Cook, becauic he ever ſaid the Preregative was bounded by Law, 
and was limitable ; bur that excellent Patriot was wouttcd tor 
his deare affe&ion to his Country , by Egerton the Chancel- 
lour; who maintained the contrary, and was worthily as well 
rewarded by the old Scot for his labour , Femmy taking the 
great Sealc from him before he was dead, yea in a ditgracetul 
manner. The Commonalty of England he neither carcd tor, 
took much notice of, or much diſreſpe&cd, holding this opi- 
nion onely, becauſe he was their King, they ought in duty to 
ſervehim. The Citizens .of London though they much cour- 
ted him withheir flatteries and large guifts, and in his lateſt 
cxtremities releeved him witch coniiderable ſunis ot money, 
yea even at Oxford in Soape Barrels, yet he Qighted them, 
thought them ever too rich, and intended for them a ſevere 
revenge ; had he ever maſtered the Parliament, he was adviſed, by 
one I well knew, to have demoliſhed halfe the City 3 1:4 he 
would have done had he been viforiows, God knows : He would 
often ſay, it was the Nurſery of the preſent Rebellion, for fo 
he called'theWars, &c. and that the body of the City was too 
large for thehead ; I have heard it from the mouths of mga- 
ny very worthy Gentlemen, whoſe hap itwas'to ſerve him in 
the late Wars, that they did beleeve, had he, viz. the King, by 


»Likeh to prove a rmes conquered this Parliament, he would have proved the 


greateſt Tyrant the Engliſh Nation ever had to rule over 
them, and therefore they did Rtil pray for a reconcilement 
berwixt Parliament and Him, but could never indure to heare 
he ſhould conquer our Armies, &c. And ſo much in a manner 
dropt out from the month of Rupert, who giving command 
for executing ſome things contrary to the Lawes, and being 
acquainted with his miſtake, Tuſh quothhc, v:ewill haveno 
more Lay in England hencetorward but the Sword. He had 
a natural imperteCtion in his Speech, at ſometimes could 
hardly get out a word, yet at other times he would ſpeake

As a Man he had his im- 
 perteQtions, tor he was very covetous and gripple, and ſparing 
of his treaſure(qualicies-nuthing commendable in a King)and 
ifat any time liberall, ic was rather to the undeſerving or 
boyſterous fellowes then well meriting; by how much the 
more hunbly any made their adrefſes unto him, by ſo much 
the more was he imperious, lotty, and ata diſtance with them ; 
whereupon it molt an end happened, that the impudent and bold 
were rewarded, and the v2rtuous (lighted, which imperfe&ion 
of his inforced a bo!id ſpirited Courtier to ſay; there was no 
way to get any Boon from him, but by impudence and Cajo- 
lmp him with unbeſceming language. Yer he himfelfe was 
never obſcene in his ſpeech, or atte&ed it in others. I have 
onely mer with or taken notice of two pallages, which argue 
him guilecy of unbeſeeming language : firſt, in all or moſt of 
his-Letters unto the Queen, he tearmes the Parliament Rebells, 
though they were lawtully convened, and not difſolved or 
to be diſſolved without their owne conſent ; but time and 
their Viforzes acquainred him with more civill language, and 
caught him to ſtyle then: a Parliament. In another Letter of his 
unto her, he calls the Lord Generall Fairfax who- was then

He was ambitious and diſdained in his youth to match
